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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 58-62 are directed to allowable products. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 43-47 and 49-52, directed to the process of making 
or using the allowable products, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. Claims 1-40 do not require all the limitations of an allowable product 
claim, and have NOT been rejoined. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 
CFR 1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement between groups III, IV, 
and V as set forth in the Office action mailed on 6 June 2008 is hereby withdrawn. 
In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in 
the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the inventions of claims 
43-47 and 58, including, inter-alia, extracting features from biomedical signals and 
grouping the features into clusters, assigning membership vectors indicating a degree of 
association between the signals in a corresponding interval and a respective cluster 
during the period when the signals were recorded, using a state machine model 
comprising machine states corresponding to physiological states, and evaluating a 
condition of the patient using the vectors and the state machine model states,. 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the inventions of claims 
49-52 and 59-62, including, inter-alia, performing sleep diagnosis using biomedical 
signals from a sleeping patient and a state machine model comprising machine states 
corresponding to the patient's physiological states and respective probabilities of

transitions between states, by adaptively segmenting the signals and determining 
features of the segments that are used with the transition probabilities to assign state 
classifications to the segments, and evaluating a condition of the patient during a signal 
recording period based on the state classifications. 

Kaplan (A. Kaplan etal.: Journal of Neuroscience Methods 106 (2001) 81-90) 
discloses a similar system using adaptive segmentation of biosignals, but does not 
disclose using the segmented signals with machine states and transition probabilities to 
determine the patient's condition. 

Ripley (US 527141 1 ) performs pattern matching on clusters of signals to 
determine a patient's condition, but does not assign vectors related to membership to 
the clusters, just obtaining the biomedical signals in the form of vectors, and does not 
explicitly disclose using a state machine model even though use of a state machine 
model is disclosed by the authors in reference to prior inventions. 

Adams (US 4589420) discloses using a finite state machine to classify 
heartbeats by matching individual points in a waveform to a database of waveform 
shapes in order to classify the type of heartbeat, but does not disclose performing any 
type of clustering or membership vectors.
